Driving  nearly  6,000  miles  a  month,  our 
bus  drivers  safely  carry  1,200  Hickory  High, 
Hickory  Junior  High,  and  Hickory  ele- 
mentary school  students  to  and  from  school 
daily.

Hickory  defeated  Newton-Conover  in  its  first  conference 
battle,  13-6.

The  Tornadoes  displayed  offensive  power  as  they  humbled 
the  Taylorsville  Bears,  41-7.

Hickory  High's  1955-56  basketball  team  completed  a  suc- 
cessful Western  AA  season  in  third  place  in  the  conference. 
In  a  close  race  with  Lenoir  and  Valdese,  the  Tornadoes  were 
defeated  by  the  Lenoir  team  in  their  next-to-last  game  of  the 
season  on  the  Community  Center  courts,  77-65,  to  eliminate 
the  chance  of  a  tie  between  the  two  teams. 

Captain  William  Watts  led  the  Tornadoes'  scoring  for  the 
season.  David  Craft  finished  second  in  total  number  of  points. 


Coach  Gene  Miller's  Tornadoes  played  in  the  annual  Holi- 
day Tournament  held  in  Taylorsville  and  captured  the  cham- 
pionship as  they  defeated  teams  from  Newton,  Hudson,  and 
Taylorsville.  Captain  Watts  again  led  the  scoring  for  the  Hick- 
ory team  in  the  tournament.  The  other  four  members  of  Hick- 
ory's starting  five,  forwards  Harold  Bolch  and  David  Craft 
and  guards  Jimmy  Belk  and  Floyd  Crawley,  contributed  their 
share  to  the  three  victories.  Jerry  Phillips  and  Carroll  Bolick 
were  starters  in  some  of  the  Tornadoes'  games.

In  their  first  game  of  the  season,  Hick- 
ory High's  Red  Tornadoes  defeated  Hard- 
ing High  of  Charlotte  in  a  close  battle  56- 
52.  Harold  Bolch  led  the  scoring  with  1 1 
points.  Bolch  was  again  top  scorer  with  18 
points  as  Hickory  defeated  Shelby  50-37. 
Captain  Watts  had  18  points  for  the  night 
in  a  second  triumph  over  Shelby,  53-27. 
The  Tornadoes  were  victorious  in  their 
next  six  games  as  they  defeated  Hudson 
twice,  50-22  and  81-42,  and  Taylorsville 
twice,  57-55  and  73-50,  and  gained  two 
important  Western  AA  conference  victories 
over  Marion,  77-58,  and  Newton,  56-47. 
Watts  led  the  scoring  in  five  of  the  six 
games  as  he  hit  for  21  and  19  points 
against  Hudson,  31  against  Marion,  and  19 
in  each  game  with  Taylorsville.
